Irrigate Garden Tracts with Effluent, 
Says County Health Board Report. 


Declaring that the health and even } 


the lives of the community are men- 
aced by polluted food products re- 
sulting from Japanese violations of 
the State health laws, the County 
Board of Health yesterday submitted 
a new special report on the “Men- 
ace of the Japanese to public health” 
to Supervisor Bean. 

The report reveals amaging con- 
ditions under which, it is asserted, 


80 per cent of the vegetables and 
garden truck of this rict are 


Couftty quarantine officers found 
fruit to be raised, picked and 
shipped from ground reeking with 
sewage effluent. And in one Case, ac- 
cording’ to the report, a sewage 
sump hole was left uncovered and 
without gigne, and Mexican chil- 
dren were found using it for a swim- 


ming pool. ' 


That Japanese farms are infested 
with large black rats, carriers of 
infections, is also pointed out in 
the report, and it is charged that 
a slight increase in typhoid fever 
cases in the county for the past 
two years is due to Japanese viola- 
tion of State and county sanitation 
laws. 

The report, as released by Mr. 
Bean yesterday, is as follows:

“The county health department 
has had great difficulty in enforc- 
ing the sanitary laws and regula- 
tions, owing to the efforts of the 
Japanese in evasion, mental reserva- 


tions, legal obstacles, difficulties due 
to language, and, finally, an appar- 
ent obstinacy of character. The his- 
tory of the last five or six years 


in improving sanitary conditions 
relative to hog ranches, vegetable 
products and general sanitary con-' 
ditions among the Japanese, can be] 
illustrated in the story of one case 
which is typical and significant 
Those who question the need for 
regulating the Japanese in Califor- 
nia surely need no better proof 
than the serious danger illustrated 
herewith to public health.

“It must first be understood that

mainly of money and food resources. 
2 In such a contest Russia if thor- 
oughly organized commercially 
would be able to conquer the world. 
When organized with the intensitv 
of other modern nations, it _etands 
to reason that Russia could ‘almost 
maintain war as a permanent part of 
her national life. 

ADDITION TO TERRITORY. 

In order to checkmate Ruasia. 
England has been obliged since the 
war to make enormous additions to 
her territory. She has taken over 
Egypt in contradiction of her many 
solemn — pl She had to do 
this to insure the route to India 
through the Suez Canal. She has 
been obliged to reach far into the 
Holy Land, into Mesopotamia and 
Persia in order to hedge in the Cos- 
sack in his march toward the Khyber 
Pass; and to head him off from the 
Persian Gulf.

Engiand is afraid to offend Japan. 
which holds the key to the trade 
routes connecting the enormous Brit- 
ish interests in China. Cn the other 
hand, England is in danger of se- 
rious trouble with her Australian 
colonies every time she shakes hands 
with a Jan. 

The outstanding fear of England 
and of the world is twofold. There 
is always the danger that Japan 
may seriously launch a Pan-Oriental 
movement and draw in both India 
and China—a sort of oriental Mon- 
roe Doctrine to the destruction of) 
British power in the Orient. On the 
other hand, Europe has been scared 
into fits for five years past over the 
threat of a German-Russian-Jap- 
anese war alliance, which, of course, 
would sweep the world. 

If England can effect a satisfactory 
alliance with Germany whcre she 
takes a sort of forgiving elder sister 
attitude toward the Teuton, it will! 
no doubt inevitably end all danger 
of this bugaboo. 

The interests of the United States 
would seem to be passively on the 
side of this British-German alliance 
if it comes actually into being. 

At present the United States seems 
in no immediate danger of com- 
‘plications with any country. With 
Siberia opened to looters, the Ameri- 
can-Japanese relations are less 
strained. This little fuss about pic- 
ture brides, and Japanese indigna- 
tion over our treatment of Japs in 
the United States was just conversa- 
tion. Such things are not the cause 
of wars. Those are the excuses to 
fight wars over secret conflicting ma- 
terial interests. 

When the Japanese needed room 
and we seemed to be stopping the 
way into China, Japan was righteous- 
ly indignant over the treatment of 
Japanese school children in San 
Francisco. Now that she has an out- 
let into Siberia, she bears our rude- 
ness with Christian fortitude. 

Meanwhile, British diplomats are 
hurrying with the feast so that when 
Russia comes again into the tamily 
circle and asks wistfully for the 
core of the apple, England can reply

DIVIDE PACIFIC COAST 


SEATTLE TO BE HEADQUAR-

Coast shipping is to be divided into 
districts by the Shipping Board, ac- 
cording to a resolution adopted by 
the board July 8.

They dawdle in the parks and they gossip 
in the shops. It is the woman who is busy 
with. typewriter, ledger and letter files. It 
is she who keeps the wheels of industry in 
motion. She is selling all sorts of mer 
chandise from pins to propellers. She is 
doing things, directing things. She is at 
work on civic projects and administrative 
measures; waging political campaigns and 
gaining the heights ir commerce, art, sci- 
ence, religion and industry. 

The question is, will not the time ccme 
when she will dispense with the drone? In 
most hives of bees there are a number of 
rather good-looking and fussy males who 
toil not, neither do they spin. They do no 
work and contribute nothing much but their 
presence to the welfare of the community. 
Virtually, they are a liability rather than 
an asset, for they have to be fed at the ex- 
pense of others and they only count when 
a census is taken. When the weather be- 
comes inclement and the food supply low 
the workers—or the females of the hive— 
sting these drones to death or drive them 
cold.

RUSHING BURDENS OF TAXATION. 
Under the caption “The Business of 
Government in the State of California” John 
S. Chambers, State Controller, has written 
a brochure that should be in the hands of 
every taxpayer and every voter in the 
State. It is an appea) for better business 
methods and less waste in State, county 
and municipal government. 
Mr. Chamberlain quotes figures from the 


. records of his office which show that the 


total cost of the three forms of local gov- 
ernment in California for the last fiscal vear 
was $200,815,514. He writes that additional 
expenses already authorized for the pres 
ent fiscal year will bring the total cost of 
local government to $225,000,000, or a per 
capita rate of $70. This is double the per 
capita rate of any other State of equal pop- 
ulation in the United States. \ 

Commenting upon this governmental ex- 
pense, which has about trebdled in ten 
years, Mr. Chamberlain says: 

In so far as the State government Is 
concerned, one of the main reasons for 
the increase in cost is due to the as- 
sumption of new functions, which we 
know here under the name of commis. 
sions. . . . Government owes a dis- 
tinct duty in this connection. It has 
no right through its own waste and in- 
efficiency to add unnecessarily to the 
burdens of those it should protect and 
thus, in fact, actually promote the mul- 
tiplication of the tax load through the — 
manipulation of prices, as is the com- 
mon practice; and as long as it per- 
mits this condition of affairs to con- 
tinue and as long as the people not only 
acquiesce but many participate in the 
exploitation of the taxpayer—and every 
man and woman pays taxes, one way or 
another—then just that long will we 
have social, political and industrial un- 
rest, just that long will business condi- 
tions be disturbed, just that long will 
revolution be preached, either by force 
or otherwise, just» that long will Bol- 
shevism, 1.W.W.ism and anarchy flour- 
ish. The excessive cost of government 
is not the sole cause of unrest, of course, 
but it is a very material cause. 
Illustrating the increase in the cost of 

State government in the last nine years Mr. 
Chamberlain says: “In 1910 the total pay- 
ments, or disbursements, by the State gov- 
ernment amounted to $18,753,720.31, and in 
1919 to $50,681,433.48. This is an increase 
of 170 per cent for 1919 over 1910.” 

No other State in the Union has increased 
its expenses at so raid a rate and no other 
State has so high a per capita rate for 
State government. Under the Nonpartisan 
Leaguers North Dakota is running Califor 
nia a close second; but we are still a couple 
of lengths in the lead and going strong; for 
the Controller quotes figures to show (that 
this State has expended $31,505,514.92' dur- 
ing the first six months of the present fis- 
cal year. That is at the rate of more than 
$62,000,000 for the year. / 

Mr. Chamberlain points out that the State 
government could have effected a saving 
of $1,000,000 a year i e Legislature had 


of commissions suppo by the Califor 
nia Taxpayers’ Association and the Better 
America Federation. In regard to the pen- 
chant of the State administration for creat- 
ing new and duplicating commissions the 
Controller says very justly: 

In advocating this fanction or that 
function, this fad or that fad, and pro- 
claiming it to be the duty of the State 
of California and the people thereof to 
help here and to help there, the wel- 
fare of the taxpayer is too often forgot- 
ten. He is entitled to consideration and 
to relief just as much as are people of 
this or that unfortunate class.

If the taxpayers ‘hearken to his call and 
insist that the new Legislature shall force 


the administration to eliminate waste and 


inaugurate business methods it will mean 
the downfall of commission autocracy in 
California. The heads of the fat commis- 
sions know this and they are already at 
work in every legislative district in the 
State selecting candidates who will pledge 
themselves to follow the dictates of the 
State machine, if elected to the Legislature. 
The fight for a business administration will 
not be waged in Sacramento next spring. 
The test will come in the August primaries. 
If the State machine succeeds in winning a 
majority of the Assembly districts the riot 
of extravagance will continue. 

State Controller Chambers would not 
have broken away ‘from his old associates 
and sounded this sober warning about gov- 
ernment expenses if he did not recognize 
that the prosperity of the State is imper- 
fled by the rapidly mounting cost of local 
government. And in addition to the $225,- 
000,000 that local government will cost this 
year California will pay nearly $200,000,000 
in Federal ‘taxes. There are approximately 
800,000 bread-winners in California, and the 
per capita tax on California bread-wirtiners 
this year will be $500. That is more than 


double the tax that the bread-winners of 


Great Britain, France, Italy or Germany will 
have to pay. It is a frightful drain on 
productive industry. Added to the vexa- 
tious cost of living, that burden of taxation 
is well nigh enough to make anarchists. 
We repeat that the taxpayers of the State 
must bestir themselves and take an inter- 
est in-the coming State primaries if aught 
is to be done to lighten the tax burden 
during the next two years. If an adminis- 
tration ticket selected by Al McCabe and 
Martin Madsen wins in the primaries an- 
other $25,000,000 is certain to be added to 
the present burden when the next Legisla- 
ture meets. Unless there is a revolt of the 
taxpayers they will be crushed by a stil! 
heavier load than they have ever yet borne. 
The man who expects the State machine to 
voluntarily reduce State expense, even in 
the amount of one little jitney, is a hope 
less optimist. j

WHY CITIES GROW. 

A natural human desire to elude 
the divine mandate, “In the sweat 
of thy face shalt thou eat bread,” 
has always been the seat of many 
of our earthly troubles.

shoulders: no one is to be had for 
love or money to share it. 

The rendering of the soil into na- 
ture’s hands again is quite account- 
able. And when the rewards of 
easier employments in the city are 
so great, even partial dependence 
on a sense of. conscientious self- 
sacrifice is not to be expected.—[St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat._

LOAFING A LA MODE. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 
Perhaps, after all, it was a mis- 


take to wholly condemn Russian 


Bolshevism. As presented for our 
imformati in the Allied countriés, 
it held allurements to those sections 
of our population who yearned for cc- 
pious loafing and a division of other 
people’s property. The more they 
heard about confiscated property and 
commandeering bank moneys, taking 
over the factories for themsdlives 
afd deciding their own hours of 
work and their own rate of pay, the 
more glamouring .did Russian Bol- 
shevism appeer. They foresaw five 
day weeks and six-hour days and 
twice as much pay for half as much 


' work and no horrid laws to fuss 


them. The opponents of Bolshevism 
were. responsible for this picture, 
which went straight to the heads of 
all the yearnful loafers. 

But the news coming out of Mos 
cow for the last few months is bit- 
ter proof that these yearners have 
been cruelly deceived. Bolshevism 
must be a different kind of animal 
altogether. 

For instance, let us take the case 
at Tula, where the railway tribunal 
tried a case involving “the crim- 
inal decrease in production in the 
railway works.” The commissars. 
administration and workers were all 
indicted for “criminal loafing. care 
lessness, inattention and cognizant 
*bacon-saving.’” 

A number of officials and workers 
were found guilty of taking days 
off for the purpose of outside specu- 
lation—and were sentenced to ten 
years “forced labor.” Ten years, 
mark you, as touch as we give some 
of our better-behaved murderers. 
The responsible commissars were 
sentenced to three years “hard la- 
bor,” as were members of the ad- 
ministration, while the remainder of 
the accused were sentenced to hard 
labor without imprisonment. 

Then there is the case of the Boro 
vitch Bolsheviet organization, which 
has instituted a concentration camp 
where all those of its members who 
declined to icin the “Work-on-Sat- 
urday” order are to be sent. 


All our light-hearted, hopeful Bcl- 
shevists, who, like the Rev. Rich- 
mond in his invocation for the Third 
party conveution, ask the Lord to 
bless the Russian people for their 
efforts in the cause of human free 
dom and happiness, evidently have 
bitterer motives for their apprecta- 
tion than we might have supposed. 
But they are shamefully hoodwink- 
ing the American proletariat. A 
taste of that sort of Bolshevism 
might prove highly beneficial to this 
country, especially to the poor un- 
honored general consumer. It might 
mean quite a pleasant acquisition of 
“human freedom and happiness” if 
loafing and decreased production 
were criminal offenses in the United 
States, 

Again we learn that Moscow cele- 
brated “Labor Day” with double la- 
bor. Ye Gods. what a dizzy inno- 
vation! It really is a rotten shame 
to deceive our own hopeful, would- 
be Bolshevists with the sort of prop- 
aganda they have been getting about 


the Russian variety. Here they are 


clamoring for five-day weeks and 
six-hour days and the right to strike 
when they darned well like and the 
public be damned—al] of which the 
true original Bolshevists obviously 
indignantly repudiate. In America 
we regard Bolshevism as making 
every man a master, but the real 
thing demands that every man be 
a servant, and a properly industri- 
ous, profitable, productive servant, 
at that. From the Tula railroad 
tribunal incident it is obviously no 
catch to be an “administrator” and 
any dazzling opportunities for mak- 
ing a little capital via speculaticn 
on the side must be shunned with a 
discreet knowledge that, if taken 
advantage of, it means ten years 
hard labor. 
United States Railroad Brotherhood 
submitting docilely to that sort of 
a soviet tribunal:in this glam 

land of opportunity? ; 


It is evident that it is only under 
wicked plutocratic government 
like ours that a man can loaf with 
any sense of security. A rapacious 
capitalist boss can obviously be 
hoodwinked and defied much more 
effectually than any soviet. Russia, 
after three years of Bolshevism, is 
ABOLISHING THE SATURDAY 
HALF-DAY, transforming numerous 
public holidays into double-working 
days and making life one long, dis- 
mal, dastardly go of hard labor for 


free and independent working men. | 


We do seem to need a dash of 
that sort of sovietism here, so may- 
be the union-labor Bolshevists are 


greater patriots than we suspect. 


Perchance, what they actually want 
is that every man should work as 
hard as the boss and take his full 
share of responsibility for produc 
tion. 

That is just the point. The sort of 
mar that becomes a boss is usually 
a demon for work. They wil] stick 
at it early and late and begrudges 
every holiday. Nothing can be more 
objectionable than to expect a man 
to work as hard as the boss. But 
that is evidently what the Russian 
soviets are doing now—every men 
a boss and every one of them ex- 
pected to work ten and twelve honrs 
a day, six days a week and cut out 
the holidays. The millennium, in- 
deed!

of Commerce. Mr. Haines, who is 
here on business, said that .as the re- 
port of opposition to Mr. De Bra- 


bant gained wide circulation he 
felt a denial should be made. 
The principal object of Mr. 


Haines’s visit here is to lay before 
the Los Angeles and the South- 
western shipbuilding companies the 
plans for two large passenger vés- 
sels for service on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Mr. Haines said last night that 
these ships will cost about $4,000,- 
000 each and will be 660 feet long, 
with a capacity of 600 passengers 
apiece. Electrically-driven engines 
are expected to give them a speed of 
twenty-three knots an hour. They 
are, moreover, to be equipped with 
gyroscopic stabilizers to prevent 
rolling. These craft are designed 
for the run between Los Angeles 
and Puget Sound ports. 

Bids will be asked from local 
builders and plans have also been 
eent to yards in the East.

Haines said construction work is to 
start as soon as bids have been 
considered.
